Robert Gordon Switz, Americans 
held for 16 months on espionage 
charges, were freed today. 

Release of the pair was made on 
the basis of a French law which 
grants clemency to accused persons 
who turn state’s evidence. 

Mr. and Mrs. Switz, originally al- 
leged by French police to have been 
ringleaders in a spy ring, were said 
during the course of the investiga- 
tion to have assisted authorities by 
revelations of alleged accomplices. 
The Switzes are expected to leave 
the country immediately in com- 
pany with an unidentified relative 
who their lawyer said had arrived 
here. They left prison separately. 

Guilt of Pair Recognized. 


In pronouncing judgment today 
on the 27 defendants on trial, the 
Court recognized the guilt of the 
pair in the spy ring activities, but 
said that under article 10 of the 
espionage law they were “exempted 
from punishment.” 

“I am delighted to be free,” ex- 
claimed Mrs. Switz, after the 
Court’s verdict. “I will be giad to 
get back to the United States. Ev- 
erybody has been extremely nice to 
me.”

FREE CITY OF DANZIG, April 
17.—Dispatches reaching here to- 
day said anti-German agitation at 
Wejherowo in Pomorze province 
of Poland, continues. The dispatch- 
es said groups of youths paraded

Detectives, who took finger prints 
of the victim at the hospital, said 
he was a former convict. He was 
well dressed, but had only $2.25 in 
his pockets. 

Mullaney said Donahue 
was known also as “Peno.” Offi- 
cers who saw the body said they 
recognized Donahue as a frequent 
visitor to North Side gambling re- 
sorts.

Mrs. Stella Talbot Convict- 
ed of Manslaughter in 


Shooting of Bar Owner 
With Whom She Lived. 


PROSECUTOR URGES 
HER ‘REHABILITATION’ 


He Appeals to Jury to 
‘Show Sympathy’ By 
Sending Her to Sunlight 
of ‘State’s Big Farm.’ 


Sentiment and sympathy, often 
used to acquit women who have 
killed men, were used by the prose- 
cution to convict Mrs. Stella Rid- 
dell] Talbot, former movie actress, 
of the Christmas day killing of 
Albert Frankenstein. A jury § in 
Judge Williams’ court last evening 
found Mrs, Talbot guilty of man- 


slaughter, and fixed her punish- 
ment at five years’ imprisonment. 

The sentimental appeal to the 
jury was not neglected by Mrs. 
Talbot’s lawyer, Shepard R. Evans. 
He presented testimony to show the 
abuse she had endured in her seven 
years’ unlegalized union with 
Frankenstein. Neighbors and cus- 
tomers of Frankenstein’s restau- 
rant and 3.2 beer bar, 4063 Page 
boulevard, told of the visible effects 
of his mistreatment. “He gave her 
enough black eyes to go around 
among this jury,” the attorney 
said, and the prosecution did not 
dispute this. 

Prosecutor’s Plea. 

John L. Sullivan, Assistant Cir- 
cuit Attorney, made the more ef- 
fective sympathy plea, however. He 
told the jury how Mrs. Talbot, once 
the wife of a successful! theater pro- 


|prietor, had stood high among movie 


players, in the days of silent mo- 
tion pictures, then of her descent 
to the state of a drink-addict and 
unpaid servant. 

“I appeal to you,” Sullivan said, 
“to show your sympathy for this 
poor woman. Show it in a way 
that will help her, that will re- 
habilitate her. Don’t send her back 
to the streets, to kill another man 
and to wreck her own life. Send 
her out to the State’s big farm, 
where she can wear a calico gown 
and have the fresh air and the 
sunlight, where she can rebuild her 
broken body and spirit. Give her 
time enough for a thorough regen- 
eration.” 

In convicting Mrs. Talbot of man- 
slaughter, the jury had the choice 
of penalties from a fine or jail 
term to 10 years’ imprisonment. Her 
five-year sentence is to the Peni- 
tentiary, but it is likely that, as 
suggested by Sullivan, she will be 
sent to the prison farm. 

Attorney Evans, following the 
verdict, made an oral motion for a 
new trial, and if this is denied, an 
appeal is possible. A motion for 
her admission to bail will also be 
made. 

Repudiate Former Story. 

The verdict was returned at 5:30 
p. m., following an afternoon of de- 
fense testimony and pleas. No one 
except the defendant testified to the 
actual circumstances of the killing. 
She denied having touched the trig- 
ger of Frankenstein’s revolver, and 
said the weapon had been dis- 
charged while they were struggling, 
after he had threatened to kill her. 
She repudiated her testimony at 
the Coroner’s inquest, in which she 
had said that she shot Franken- 
stein. 

Ten witnesses, one of them a po- 
liceman, told of having seen Mrs. 
Talbot with bruises and a discol- 
ored eye, and one of the beer tav- 
ern customers said he had seen 
Frankenstein knock the woman 
through a doorway. A woman 
neighbor had heard him gay, “I 
ought to kill you.” 

Mrs. Talbot, as Stella Day, was 
featured in the film “Price of Inno- 
cence,” in 1919, and supported well- 
known actors in other pictures. Her 
husband, the late Frank L. Talbot, 
from whom she was divorced, built 
and conducted the Hippodrome, a 
popular-price showhouse on Sixth 
street. 


75 TRAMPLED 10 DEATH 


IN PANIC AMONG 2000 
GATHERED T0 SEEK ALMS

Provisions of Bill. 


The bill introduced today pro- 
vides for the issuance to veterans 
of 3 per cent Government bonds, 
with a maturity date to be set by 
the Secretary of the Treasury. It: 
computes the amount of the veter- 
ans’ adjusted service credits with 
interest compounded from Nov. 11, 
1918, instead of 1925, as stipulated 
by the present act. Harrison said 
today that if all veterans should 
take advantage of exchanging their 
certificates for negotiable bonds, 
the additional cost to the Govern- 
ment would be approximately $500- 
000,000 more than under the pres- 
ent act. 


Despite the fact that law and 
usage hold that one Congress can- 
not bind another, Harrison, in the 
preamble of his bill, would commit 
Congress to a declaration of policy 
against general pension legislation, 
The preamble says: “In view of 
the generous benefits accorded by 
the Government to veterans of the 
World War, in the form of insur- 
ance, compensation, disability al- 
lowances, hospitalization, vocation- 
al rehabilitation, adjusted compen- 
sation—as liberalized by this act— 
preference of various kinds under 
legislation of general application, 
and other benefits and allowances, 
many of which have not been 
granted to veterans of prior wars, 
it is hereby expressly declared to 
be the policy of Congress that there 
should not be any general pension 
jaw enacted for veterans of the 
World War or their dependents; 
and nothing in this act shall be 
construed as indicating a tendency 
toward a contrary policy, or as im- 
plying that favorable consideration 
will be given at any time to a 
change in the policy hereby de. 
clared.” 


Protection fer Veterans. 


In a statement on the bill, Har- 
rison explained that he was seeking 
to enable veterans to surrender their 


bonus certificates for negotiable 
bonds, 


“The rate of interest which the 
bonds will pay,” he said, “is 3 per 
cent, and as Government obligations 
bearing this rate are now selling at 
a premium and are greatly in de- 
mand, such veterans as may desire 
to convert these securities into cash 
will find a ready market for them. 
So as to protect the veterans 
against being defrauded by unscru- 
pulous persons attempting to gain 
possession of these bonds at less 
than their real value, there is a pro- 
Vision making it a fraud to pur- 
chase or otherwise obtain possession 
of these bonds in exchange for any 
consideration less than the par 
value of the bonds. 

“The veterans who do not desire 
to cash in their certificates in ex- 
change for negotiable bonds shall 
have the option of obtaining the 
same benefits as carried in the orig- 
inal act. It further gives to these 
veterans who desire to earry on 
their investment the privilege of 
holding them after the date when

of about $750, containing coupons 


representing 3 per cent interest. He 
could immediately sell this bond for 
$750 and the purchaser would col- 
lect the interest until the time the 
bond is called. 


Although the credits would be fig- 
ured from 1918 instead of 1925, 
through a calculation of the Vet- 
erans’ Bureau, the surrender value 
of the bond would not equal the 
maturity value until some time in 
1942, instead of 1938, as would seem 
to be the case. In other words, 
the $750 principal plus the total 
amount of the coupons would be 
$1000 mm 1942, 


The veteran, of course, could keep 
the bond and collect the’ coupons 
instead of selling to a bank or some 
person. But the veteran who did 
not exchange his bonus certificate 
for a negotiable bond would be 
given a premium for not adding to 
the national debt by demanding a 
bond, 


The veteran with a $1000 face 
value certificate, who elects to hold 
it, would receive about $1115 in 1945 
and at the same time would retain 
the insurance protection now af- 
forded by the present act. He 
would receive 4 per cent interest 
compounded semi-annually on his 
certificate. 


This above seemingly peculiar 
computation is based on the fact, 
the Veterans’ Administration offi- 
cial said, that the adjusted service 
certificates issued under the pres- 
ent law are nothing more or less 
than 20-year endowment insurance 
policies. The maturity face value 
of the certificates is based on ad-| 
justed service credits, that is, the $1 
or $1.25 a day—together with an ad- 
ditional grant because of deferment 
of payment—with interest com- 
pounded at the rate of 4 per cent 
from the date of issue. 

Point of Uncertainty. 

Senator Harrison in his formal) 
statement said that his bill would 
give “to the veterans the amount 
of their adjusted service credits 
with interest compounded from 
Nov, 11, 1918, instead of only from 
1925.” This would indicate that all 
credits would be computed from 
1918. The bill, however, said that 
such 1918 computation would be 
made “at the option and upon the 
application of any veteran” after 
complete surrender of his present 
certificate. This would indicate 
that the 1918 computation would be 
made only those desiring to ex- 
change their certificates for bonds.

OF FIRESTONE’S BLUE EAGLE 


District of Columbia Justice to Is- 
sue Temporary Writ in Com- 
pany Union Controversy.

WASHINGTON, April 17.—Jus- 
tice Jennings Bailey of the District 
of Columbia Supreme Court said 
today he would issue a temporary 
injunction to restrain the NRA 
from removing the Firestone Tire 
& Rubber Co.’s Blue Eagle. 

Justice Bailey added, however, he 
would refuse to restrain the Labor 
Relations Board from referring its 
findings on the American Federa- 
tion of Labor’s complaint against 
the company to NRA’s compliance 
division. The board has ordered the 
firm to refrain from recognizing 
the company union for collective 
bargaining. 

Counsel for the Government 
maintained the Supreme Court had 
decided that one governmental 
agency could not be restrained from 
referring findings of fact to an- 
other governmental agency.

APPEALS COURT CONSIDERS 
LACLEDE STEEL INJUNCTION 


Strikers Were Enjoined From Pick- 
eting Plant; Test of Morris- 
LaGuardia Act.

CHICAGO, April 17—An appeal 
from a permanent injunction issued 
by Federal Judge Charles G. Brig- 
gle enjoining striking members of 
a steel workers’ union from picket- 
ing and intimidating non-striking 
employes of the Laclede Steel Co. 
and the Laclede Tub Co. at Alton, 
Ill., was under consideration today 
by the U. 8S. Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals.

preceded the voting, explained Den- 
mark would not cast its ballot be- 
cause it feared adoption of the 
resolution would hinder “the task 
of reconciliation.” 


Poland Swings Over. 


Joseph M. Beck, Polish Foreign 
Minister, voted for the resolution 
presumably, League authorities 
said, under strong persuasion from 
France. Poland previously had in 
dicated its hostility toward the 
declaration because of its proposals 
for invoking sanctions against fu- 
ture treaty violators. 

The vote came after Maxim Lit- 
vinoff, Soviet Foreign Commissar, 
had characaerized Germany’s re- 
armament as motivated by a policy 
of “revenge and conquest.” 

Litvinoff indicted Germany by 
implication, saying that her rearm- 
ament was intended to fulfill “a 
policy of revenge, the unlimited 
conquest of foreign territory, and 
the destruction of the independence 
of entire states.” 

He indirectly accused . Reichs- 
fuehrer Hitler and the Nazi Gov- 
ernment of “having publicly an- 
nounced such a program,” and he 
implied that the Nazis, “far from 
repudiating it, continually circulate 
it and bring up their country in 
this spirit.” 

Extension Proposal Fails. 

An attempt by Litvinoff to ex- 
tend the implications of the resolu- 
tion to parts of the world other 
than Europe was overridden. His 
proposal was opposed by Sir John 
Simon, British Foreign Secretary, 
who asked the Council to confine 
itself to “practical measures so all 
our efforts won’t be lost in shal- 
lows and miseries.” 

Foreign Minister Pierre Laval of 
France, who presented the thre-- 
Power resolution to the Council, 
supported Sir John’s views aud 
asked Litvinoff not to press his re- 
quest. Laval suggested that tne 
Soviet objective might “more ap 
propriately be done at anothertime 
under other circumstances.” 

Litvinoff thereon agreed and the 
vote was called for on the resolu- 
tion as originally introduced. 

Litvinoff told the Council it was 
“the duty of all countries, especial- 
ly those who are members of the 
League, to respect international ob- 
ligations.” Litvinoff was the first 
delegate to speak on the resolution 
to admonish the Reich for its uni- 
lateral abrogation. 

While alluding to Germany, he 
did not mention the Reich by name. 
He recommended that, in the in- 
terest of world peace, the countries 
not represented at the session should 
add to their foreign policy the doc- 
trine of renunciation of any idea 
of revenge or foreign conquest. 

He said Russia did not have the 
same interest in the Versailles 
treaty as its signatories, but never- 
theless was concerned because it 
is a member of the League, “which 
is the watchdog of international 
life.” 

Litvinoff added: 


“Russia cannot 


pass by any action which seems to 
menace world peace. As for Rus- 
sia itself, our only aim is to col- 
laborate in the maintenance of in- 
ternational order.” 

“It is the duty of all countries, 
especially those who are members 
of the League, to respect interna- 
tional obligations,” he continued. 
“That indeed is the essence of the 
Lefgue covenant.” 

Litvinoff conceded that countries 
which love peace have the right to 
arm, but only to defend their se- 
curity and frontiers and not for 
purposes of conquest. The three- 
Power resolution, he concluded, ex- 
presses the ideas of the Moscow 
Government. 

Prof. Jose Caeiro Da Mata, Por- 
tuguese Foreign Minister, declaring 
that the “threat of dangerous com- 
plications is far from having dis- 
appeared from the international 
horizon,” said Portugal accepted 
“the ideas in the draft resolution” 
with reservations as to the eventual 
form of penalties for treaty viola- 
tors. He said he doubted the effec- 
tiveness of applying economic sanc- 
tions. 

“Are we not in a period of trade 
restrictions applied indiscriminately 
to friendly states which formerly 
would have been regarded as eco- 
nomic warfare?” asked Da Mata. 
“Are we not all liable therefore to 
sanctions?” 

Stanley M. Bruce of Australia 
supported Great Britain’s position. 
“T trust the resolution will be ac- 
cepted unanimously,” Bruce said, 
“and will pave the way for the col- 
laboration of all nations within the 
League in an atmosphere of com- 
plete equality to establish a new 
regime of peace and security.” 

Soviet-Czechoslovak Agreement. 


Czechoslovakian quarters con- 
firmed reports that negotiations 
had been under way between 
Czechoslovakia and Russia for a 
pact of mutual assistance modeled 
along the lines of the Franco-Rus- 


sian agreement. Dr. Eduard Benes, 
‘Czech Foreign Minister, it was said, 
twill go to Moscow probably early 
in June to sign the accord. 
Salvador de Madoriaga, the Span- 
ish delegate, complained there has 
been a steady weakening of the 
League covenant, adding that this 
“ig due to the fact that the polit- 
ical philosophy before the war was 
not destroyed by the war.” 
Prentiss Gilbert, United States 
Counsel General in Geneva and 
official observer at the council ses- 
sions, listened attentively yesterday 
from his seat in the second row of 
the section reserved for nations not 
members of the council, when the 
Powers’ resolution on Germany’s 
rearmament was read. 


It is the custom of the League 
Council to designate some member 
or members as a reporter or report- 
ers when any nation enters an ap- 
peal against another. The reporter 
is usually appointed after the ap- 
peal is discussed in detail. This was 
the procedure followed in the con- 


flict between Yugoslavia and Hun- 
gary which resulted in a Yugoslav 
appeal to the League charging 
Hungary with complicity in the as- 
sassination of King Alexander. 

Capt. Anthony Eden of Great 
Britain was then named reporter 
and, after consultation with the 
Yugoslav and Hungdrian delegates 
and with fellow Council members, 
was able to bring in a resolution 
which was approved by the entire 
Council as well as by the parties 
to the controversy, 


JOINT CONFERENCE AGREES 
ON STATE PENSION BILL 


Measure to Be Sent Back to Both 
Houses of Missouri Legis- 
lature Tomorrow. 
JEFFERSON CITY, April 17.— 
The joint conference committee on 
old-age pensions has agreed on a 
report settling the differences be- 
tween the Senate and the House 
and will report ot both branches of 

the Legislature tomorrow. 

It was agreed that the House re- 
cede from its amendment cutting 
down the amount of property which, 
if held by a person over 70 years, 
would disqualify him for a pension. 
The House cut the amount down in 
the Senate bill from $3000 for sin- 
gle persons and $4000 for a married 
pair to $1500 and $2000, respective- 
ly. The Senate figures will be re- 
stored. 

The committee also recommends 
that the House recede from its 
amendment fixing the maximum 
amount which a married pair may 
receive at $45 a month. The Sen- 
ate fixed no separate limit, so that 
both husband and wife would be 
permitted to receive the maximum 
$30 a month pension. Other minor 
differences, brought about by House 
amendments, were also settled. If 
both houses adopt the conference 
report, the bill will go to the Gov- 
ernor,

Must Have Blood Every Day. 

“T'}l bring you some, but you'll 
have to come to New York to get 
them—they can’t go more than 24 
hours without a feeding of blood.” 

Vierheller said eagerly that he 
would go farther than New York 
for an exhibit as rare and as valu- 
able as vampire bats—Dr. Ditmars'’ 
seven are the only ones in any 
zoological park in the world—and 
then someone asked what the ats 
are fed in New York. 

“Why, they eat nothing but 
blood,” Dr. Ditmars replied. “We 
buy defibrinated blood for them at 
the packing houses—blood from 
which the fibrin has been re- 
moved so that it remains fluid and 
does not coagulate. You see, blood 
flows like water in the packing 
houses and we are able to pur- 
chase it very cheaply, 20 cents a 
gallon. 

“Tt must be defibrinated. Other- 
wise, you might put a saucer of 
blood in a bat cage 
wouldn’t come to eat it for an hour. 
In the meantime a scum would 
form and they’d touch that with 
their tongues, put their noses in 
the air and go back up to the top 
of the cage and not eat. 

How They Feed. 

‘Vampires don’t suck blood; they 
lap it up as a cat does milk.

Someone interrupted to inquire 
whether a mongoose could kill a 
rattlesnake as easily as it does a 
cobra. ‘“‘No, indeed,” he answered. 
“They're afraid of the vipers. They 
don’t like any snake that rears in 
|a lateral coil and strikes straight 
‘out. The cobra raises up and strikes 
idownward and 
‘isn’t such a fast striker. 

How Mongoose Kills Cobra. 

“The mongoose circles the cobra, 
nips his tail and darts back out of 
reach. He keeps circling, nipping 
and darting until the snake is tired. 
Then he flashes in, sinks his teeth 
in the cobra’s neck and it’s all over. 
His: sharp, flat teeth sever the spi- 
nal cord; and although the snake 
may thrash around a little, he is 
very thoroughly dead and the mon- 
goose drags him away and eats 
him. 

“With a viper it is quite differ- 
ent. We put four mongooses in a 
cage with a fer-de-lance—one after 
another, that is—and he killed three 
of them. The fourth was a canny 
old mongoose and he apparently 
reasoned that the snake was going 
to kill him and that he’d have to 
kill the snake. He kept circling 
and finally nipped it on the tail. 
Then he circled and circled and 
nipped it again until finally he got 
the snake tired. He dashed in 
then and killed it.” 


When Mamba Got Loose. 


“Wouldn’t a mamba kill a mon- 
goose?” was the next question. “I 
doubt it,” Dr. Ditmars _ replied. 
“They strike very quickly, but in a 
long loop and it isn’t hard to avoid 
them, although sometimes they 
strike as far as six feet, I had one 
get away in my office. It just 
darted and I ducked, and there it 
was, up on a shelf, peering over the 
edge with its mouth open. I got 
it back in the cage without trouble. 
Quick, but not accurate.” 

When the doctor mentioned the 
barking proclivities of the Horned 
Frog—so named by Ditmars in his 
“Reptiles of the World,’—the lis- 
teners raised their eyebrows _in- 
credulously. There was a limit, 
they seemed to imply, even to the 
stories the best-known herpetolog- 
ist in the world might tell and was 
the famous herpetologist pulling 
their leg? 


“Bite Like Snapping-Turtle.” 

“Really,” Dr. Ditmars insisted. 
“Those frogs bark like a dog, and 
they come right at you. Trying to 
scare you away, you see. And bite? 
Say, they bite like a snapping-tur- 
tle. That’s their defense against 
their enemies, It is all part of the 
fight to live, like the mongoose’s 
quickness, the vampire’s bite, that 
is so sharp and gentle the cattle 
don’t feel it. 

“By the way, don’t worry about 
the vampires escaping,” he added to 
Vierheller. “They can't live in this 
climate. Why, 50 degrees would 
kill them.” 

Vierheller was certain there vas 
no need to worry. He wouldn’t 
keep the vampires, he announged, 
in any place from which there was 
the slightest possibility of escape.

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QUARRY TO DYNAMITE CLIFF 
WITH 32 TONS OF EXPLOSIVE 


Blast South of East St. Louis Sat- 
urday Expected to Loosen 150,- 
000 Tons of Rock. 

A 700-foot stretch of limestone 
cliff, 100 feet high, will be blasted 
with a single charge of 32 tons of 
dynamite Saturday at the Casper 
Stolle quarry, six miles south of 
East St. Louis. 

The blast is expected to loosen 
150,000 tons of rock to be used for 
commercial purposes. Harvey Fos- 
ter, blasting superintendent of the 
company, said it would be one of 
the largest operations of its kind 
ever conducted in this part of the 
country, and warned spectators to 
keep away. Roads will be closed in 
the vicinity. 

The Rev. James B. Macelwane, 
head of the department of geo- 
physics at St. Louis University, 
said the department would take ad- 
vantage of the explosion to study 
earth movements. A seismograph 
will be set up near the scene and 
readings on it will be compared 
with those on the university appa- 
ratus, 

The sheer cliff is part of the 
bluffs parallel to the Mississippi 
River, which is five miles to the 
west. It forms the eastern edge 
of the river’s flood plain. The dyna- 
mite, in sticks four inches in diame- 
ter and eight inches long, will be 
inserted in the borings the full 
depth of the cliff and 25 feet back 
from the edge.

Dust clouds frustrated an attempt 
of Laura Ingalls to set a new 
transcontinental speed record for 
women on a flight from Los Ange- 
les to New York yesterday, 

Lost in the haze, she was forced 
to land her black monoplane at this 
small town in the San Luis valley 
of Southern Colorado at 5 p. m., 
mountain time (6 p. m. St. Louis | 
time). 

I'll try it again as soon as I can, 
she said today as she took off for 
Albuquerque, N. M., 150 miles to the 
south, just as another dust storm 
appeared over the Sangre de Cristo 
Mountains. At Albuquerque she 
plans to have her plane inspected 


for dust damage. Then she will re- 
turn to Burbank, Cal. 

Mechanics found dust in the mo- 
tor, but no apparent signs of dam- 
age after her landing yesterday. 

Miss Ingalls, in the air almost 11 
hours, covered only about one- 
fourth of the 2447-mile flight on 
which Miss Amelia Earhadt holds 
the current women’s record of 17 
hours, 7 minutes and 40 seconds. 
She took off from Los Angeles at 
5:10 a. m. Pacific time (7:10 a. m. 
St. Louis time). 

Alamosa lies in a flat valley be- 
tween the San Juan range of the 
contitnental divide and the frontal 
range of the Rockies, west of Wal- 
senburg, Colo. It is almost direct- 
ly north of Albuquerque, where air- 
port observers said they saw Miss 
Ingall’s monoplane flying high at 
9:50 a. m. 

The pilot was in good spirits 
when she climbed out of her plane.

The complaint against recent 
large-scale imports comes from the 


1} Cotton Textile Institute, made up of 
}; textile operators throughout the 


country. The institute reported to 
the NRA that the code of “fair com- 
petition” was about to break down 
because of heavy imports of cloth 
which have been able to pass over 
the tariff barriers. 

The President was asked today 
what the source of those imports 
was, but declined to answer. Ten 
days ago, however, in a statement 
making public the complaint of the 
textile institute, the NRA pointed 
out that while in the past imports of 
cotton cloth have been for the most 
part from Switzerland, Czecho-Sio- 
vakia and Great Britain, there has 
been a recent sharp upward trend 
in cotton-cloth imports from. Japan. 

Cotton in Spotlight. 

Cotton is perhaps the most press- 
ing problem on the doorstep of the 
administration at the present mo- 
ment. Between the cotton farmers 
of the South, the textile operators 
of New England and the swiftly 
whirring mills of Japan, where la- 
bor costs have been reduced to a 
minimum, the President is in an ex- 
tremely difficult position. 

Last week a group of New En. 
gland Governors called on Presi- 
dent Roosevelt to tell him of the 
serious situation that has resulted 
from the closing of numerous tex- 
tile mills in recent months in the 
New England area. The processing 


manufacture, is responsible for the 
present crisis in the textile field, 
the Governors told the President. 

A member of the delegation is 
said to have warned the President, 
pounding on the desk to emphasize 
his point, that there would not be 
a single Roosevelt vote in New En- 
gland in 1936 if the processing tax 
on cotton were not repealed. 

Uncertain Cotton Market. 

On the other hand the adminis- 
tration is faced with an uncertain 
market for raw cotton, which in 
recent weeks has taken sudden and 
ominous nose dives. The result 
has been a clamor from the South 
against any change in the present 
reduction and loan program, It is 
only the Government’s loan  pro- 
gram, supporting large reserves of 
unmarketed cotton, which, in the 
opinion of many observers, is sus- 
taining the raw cotton market. 

It is from the processing tax, of 
course, that the administration de- 
rives the funds which are paid to 
cotton farmers in the form of bene- 
fits and the textile manufacturers 
have naturally passed this. tax 
along to the consumer. 

A tentative plan was put out by 
Chester Davis, AAA Administrator, 
and others close to the cotton pro- 
gram, to take the processing taxes 
out of the $4,880,000,000 public works 
fund recently appropriated. But 
this received little support in Con- 
gress. 

Independents Complain, Too. 

President Roosevelt said today 
that independent manufacturers 
outside the Cotton Textile Institute 
had also complained of the pressure 
from imports of cheap cotton cloth. 
Acting on these complaints, the im- 
port section of NRA’s division of re- 
search and planning made a hur- 
ried emergency investigation. The 
results of this investigation—two 
typewritten volumes of material— 
was sent to the White House day 
before yesterday, the President said. 

With the report was a recom- 
mendation of the National Indus- 
trial Recovery Board that the Pres- 
ident put the matter immediately 
before the Tariff Commission. The 
present duty on cotton cloth was 
fixed by the tariff act of 1930. 

President Roosevelt said he had 
passed the report along at once to 
Secretary of State Hull, who had ad- 
vised that the Tariff Commission be 
caled upon to recommend changes 
should their independent investiga- 
tion show that the present tariff 
rate was unfair. 

Although it was only last night 
that the President sent the-request 
to the Tariff Commission, field in- 
vestigators have already been noti- 
fied that the investigation must be

HORNSBY’S MEN 
SHOW STRENGTH 
IN 1935 START 
AGAINSTINDIANS

Before this very young baseball 
season started, Rogers Hornsby 
opined to all and sundry that his 
1935 Browns would be “tough to 
take.” It verily seems as though 
the Rajah knew whereof he spoke 


for, in yesterday’s opener with the 
highly-touted Cleveland Indians, he 
produced convincing proof that his 
early spring claim that the 
Brownies were stronger than for 
some years was justified. Oh, sure; 
the Browns lost the game, 2 to 1, 
but it so happened that it was a 14- 
inning game, that Mel Harder,.one 
of the best in the business, worked 
for the Indians and that the per- 
formance the Browns gave was sen- 
sationally good. 

Sometimes, it happens that a de- 
feat is almost as good as a victory. 
That was so in the Ilinois-Wash- 
ington football game last fall; it is 
equally true of the season-opener 
yesterday. Why, those Indian’s are 
top-rankers, sure to be in the race 
all the way and short shots to win 
the pennant. Well, if the first 
game is any criterion, the Browns 
are just as good a team and those 
layers of odds better start shorten- 
ing their quotations against Horns- 
by’s team. The Browns had every- 
thing, pitching, defense and high 
courage. There’s hardly any defense 
against a base on balls and a long 
double and that was the combina- 
tion that spelled defeat while the 
shades of darkness were gathering 
fast after more than three hours of 
play.

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FOUR CRIMINAL CODE REFORM 
MEASURES TO BE DROPPED 


Little Chance of Their Passage at This Ses- 
sion, Says Their Sponsor in 
Missouri House. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, April 17.— 
Four of the criminal code reform 
bills advocated by the State Bar 


Association which now are before 
the House for perfection will be 
dropped from the calendar and no 
effort made to pass them this ses- 
sion, Representative Maxey of 
Bates County, one of the sponsors 
of the measures, announced today. 

The bills are all of minor nature 
as compared with other reform 
bills already perfected or passed 
by the House. Maxey said it was 
so late in the session that there 
was little chance of obtaining ac- 
tion on the bills since many of the 
members have returned to their 
homes. 

The measures -to be dropped in- 
clude a bill to speed up the pro- 
cedure on bond forfeitures; a bill 
giving the trial judge discretion to 
refuse appeal bonds in kidnaping, 
robbery or burglary cases or where 
the defendant has previously been 
convicted of a felony; a bill giving 
the trial judge discretion to refuse 
a severance where two or more 
persons are jointly chxrged with a 
crime, and a measure giving the 
prosecution and defense counsel the 
right to comment before a jury on 


the failure of the defendant to tes- 
tify in his own behalf. 

Four other criminal code reform 
bills sponsored by the Bar Associa- 
tion were introduced this session. 
One, a measure requiring all per- 
sons arrested in felony cases to be 
fingerprinted, has been killed by 
the Senate Committee on Criminal 
Jurisprudence after passing the 
House. 

The other three are on the House 
calendar for final passage and 
Maxey said it was hoped to obtain 
their passage before the end of the 
session. One is a bill tightening 
the restrictions on bondsmen by re- 
quiring that bondsmen must be 
worth the amount of bond to be 
written in excess of liabilities, debts 
and bonds already written, and also 
that any bondsmen with unsatisfied 
bond forfeitures outstanding shall 
be barred from making more 
bongs. The others require the de- 
fense in criminal cases to give ad- 
vance notice of intention to use 
either insanity or alibi pleas. 

As has been told, all but the 
fingerprint bill were killed by the 
House Judiciary Committee, but 
were taken to the floor over the 
adverse report of the committee in 
a fight led by Representatives 
Smith of St. Joseph and Bennett of 
Salem.

NEW YORK, April 17.—The will 
of Adolph S. Ochs, made public last 
night, leaves control of the New 
York Times, of which he was pub- 
lisher and principal owner, to three 
relatives and directs that the in- 


come from the residuary estate be 
divided between his widow and 
daughter. 

The controlling interest in the 
newspaper passes under the terms 
of the will to Julius Ochs Adler, 
nephew; Mrs. Iphigene Ochs Sulz- 
berger, daughter, and Arthur Hays 
Sulzberger, son-in-law, 

After making numerous bequests 
to universities, relatives, employes 
and others, mostly of stock in the 
New York Times Co., the publisher 
directed that the income from the 
rest of his estate be given to Mrs. 
Sulzberger, his daughter, and Mrs. 
Effie Wise Ochs, his widow. 

The will, filed for probate in 
Westchester County Surrogate’s 
Court at White Plains; made no es- 
timate of the value of the estate. 

No Editorial Restriction. 

As executors and trustees, the 
nephew, who also receives an in- 
determinate legacy of stock, the 
daughter and son-in-law are empow- 
ered to carry on the publication of 
the New York Times without re- 
striction. 

The publisher expressed _ confi- 
dence that they would, “without 
any recommendations or sugges- 
tions from me,” exercise their con- 
trol “to perpetuate the New York 
Times as an institution charged 
with a high public duty, and that 
they will carry forward and render 
ccinpletely effective my endeavor to 
maintain the New York Times as 
an independent newspaper, entirely 
fearless, free of ulterior influence, 
and unselfishly devoted to the pub- 
lic welfare without regard to in- 
dividual advantage or ambition, the 
claims of party politics or the voice 
of religious or personal prejudice 
or predilection.” 

He expressed the same thought 
with respect to the Chattanooga 
(Tenn.) Times, which hecomes part 
of his residuary estate. He said It 
was his hope that the Chattanooga 
Times, which is under the general 
managership of A. Shelby Ochs, a 
nephew, would “continue to be con- 
ducted as it has been under my 
ownership and control for more 
than 50 years.” 

The will, dated Jan. 17, 1935, be- 
queathed 500 shares of New York 
Times Co. stock to A. Shelby Ochs.

In his testamentary discussion of 
the New York Times, the publisher 
said:

FARM TENANT BILL 
NEAR SENATE VOTE 


Measure Provides for Sale of 
Land to Workers Through 
Government Financing. 


By the Associated Press. : 
WASHINGTON, April 17. — The 
Senate carried to the point of pas- 
sage yesterday a bill creating a 
billion-dollar corporation to make 
farm owners out of several million 
farm tenants and share-croppers. 
Democratic leaders said that the 


Measure, introduced by Senator 
Bankhead (Dem.), Alabama, and 
supported by the administration, 
would be approved today after 
some slight modification. 

The bill received preference over 
the Costigan-Wagner anti-lynching 
bill after several Southern Sena- 
tors had blocked an attempt by 
Senator Costigan (Dem.), Colorado, 
to get the latter measure before the 
Senate. 

Bankhead made a piea for his 
bill, calling .it a “program in favor 
of the underdog in agriculture.” 

Before the House Agriculture 
Committee, Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Wallace approved a similar 
bill by the committee chairman, 
Representative Jones (Dem.), 
Texas. 

“I think the objectives of the bill 
are absolutely sound,” said Wallace. 


“It is high time we set about sav. 
ing America from tenancy,” he 
said, adding present conditions in 
the South “offer fertile soil for rad- 
ical and Communistic activities.” 


The Bankhead bill would create 
a Farm Owners’ Corporation with 
$50,000,000 of capital stock to be 
subscribed by the Government from 
relief funds. The corporation 
would have authority to issue up 
to $1,000,000,000 in-bonds and use 
the proceeds to buy and improve 
small farms and sell them on easy 
terms and over a long amortization 
period to farmers, tenants, share- 
croppers and farm laborers. 

Before the Senate quit for the 
day it adopted an amendment by 
senator Norris (Rep.) Nebraska, 
striking out authority for the cor- 
poration to “lease” farms. Pre- 
viously Senator Robinson, the Dem- 
ocratic leader, had suggested the 
Same change. He said leasing 
power would “merely put the Gov- 
ernment in the landlord business 
and make little advance in getting 
away from the menace of farm ten- 
ancy.” 

Senator O'Mahoney (Dem.), Wy- 
oming, proposed an amendment to 
extend the bill’s benefits to farm- 
ers on the public domain, includ- 
ing reclamation projects. This led 
Senator Gore (Dem.), Oklahoma, 
to propose limitations on acreage 
and amount of individual loans. 
Both propositions went over until 
today. 

“When you begin to bestow bene- 
fits of this kind upon one class, 
there is no place you can say no,” 
said Gofte. “We ought to limit it 
to 160 acres founded on homestead 
precedent. We have no right to 
provide imperial estates for farm 
tenants.”

The Speaker's plea, however, was 
unavailing, for after 4 p. m., the 
men who had the bill in charge ran 
out of debaters and the House had 
to adjourn. 

Not since Vice-President Garner, 
then Speaker, took the floor in 
1931, has a Speaker left his chair 
to address the House; and never 
before, in the memory of the older 
members, has a Speaker found it 
necessary to urge the House to 
“stay on the job.” 

Byrns did both, and drew ap- 
plause from Democrats and Re 
publicans, but at adjournment 
there was only slight hope that the 
23 hours of debate on the bill could 
be finished today. Byrns hopes 
for a vote by Friday night. 

The Speaker enumerated to the 
House the many things on its legis- 
lative program “so the members 
can see how important it is to stay 
on the job and not adjourn, as we 
did yesterday, at 4:15.” 

Byrns mentioned the omnibus 
banking, utilities holding company, 
NRA extension, transportation, 
merchant marine, and tax bills. 

Speaking of taxes, he said: 

“I don’t mean an increase fn 
taxes, but extension of existing 
taxes which expire and possibly 
some relief for smaller industries.” 

Members recalled that up to 
1932, a small corporation paid no 
taxes on the first $3000 of its net 
income. In 1932, that exemption 
was eliminated, and the tax raised 
from 12% to 13% per cent. 

Chairman Doughton of the Ways 
and Means Committee said he had 
heard of no proposal regarding 
such tax reductions, but hoped that 
it might be possible to grant some 
assistance to the smaller industries. 
There was talk of establishing se 
$1000 or $2000 exemption.

TASK FOR THE LEGISLATURE. 


Yesterday, as his case was called for trial, Bart 
Davit, charged with the kidnaping of Dr. Kelley, 
asked for a continuance on the ground that one of 
his lawyers, Ray Mabee, is a member of the State 
Legislature. A Missouri law provides that continu- 
ances may be granted until 10 days after adjourn- 
ment of the Legislature in such cases, and Missouri 
courts generally have construed the language of the 
statute as making mandatory the granting of con- 
tinuances. Until Mabee’s formal entry of appearance, 
together with the application for continuance, was 
filed, his name was never mentioned publicly in con- 
nection with the Kelley kidnaping defense. 

Last February, Mrs. Nellie Tipton Muench, another 
Kelley defendant, obtained a continuance under the 
same law. Her case had been set for Feb. 25. On Feb. 
19, State Representative Edgar J. Keating entered 
his formal appearance as counsel in the case. swe 
days later, Judge Nolte granted a continuance until 
April 15. Because the Legislature is still in ses- 
sion, Mrs. Muench recently obtained a further con- 
tinuance. Keating, it developed, had played the 
same role in Kansas City. Three continuances were 
granted in the case of Charles Gargotta, charged 
with murder in a gang feud, because Keating was 
of counsel and the Legislature was in session. Gar- 
gotta was later acquitted. Ina murder case against 
one Mike Pizzichino, Keating was instrumental in 
obtaining a delay. In the actual trial of the case, 
Keating did not appear. 

The use of this method of delaying criminal trials 
appears to be spreading. James lL. Wren, an at- 
torney who is charged with obtaining money under 
false pretense, got a continuance recently on the 
showing that his lawyer is a member of the Legis- 
lature. Sol Kurlander, charged with careless driv- 
ing and leaving the scene of an accident, obtained a 
continuance from Judge Dickmann April 11 on the 
showing that his attorney is State Representative 
Lawrence P. Walsh. 

In view of the language of the Missouri statute, 
it seems the courts are powerless to refuse continu- 
ances, regardless of the facts and circumstances sur- 
rounding the employment of a lawyer-legislator. As 
in the Davit case, he may enter his appearance simul- 
taneously with the application for continuance, long 
after commencement of the proceedings. His pres- 
ence at a trial may be totally unnecessary for the 
presentation of a proper defense. Though a Judge 
may believe that the employment of a lawyer-legisla- 
tor is a transparent ruse, resorted to only to gain 
delay, he still must grant the continuance. 

We agree that the intent of the statute is a good 
one. Certainly, a client whose actual legal represen- 
tative is a member of the Legislature has the right 
to ask that trial of his case be deferred until the 
attorney can give proper attention to it, undisturbed 
by his legislative duties. But since its language is 
such as to make it applicable to cases where employ- 
ment of a lawyer-legislator is a mere device for 
delay, surely a change in the law is necessary. 

Illinois has a similar statute, with the important 
distinction that the lawyer-legislator must have been 
employed prior to the commencement of the session 
of the Legislature. The Supreme Court of Illinois has 
construed the Illinois law in such a way as to give 
Judges discretion in passing upon such motions for 
continuance, to say “whether attendance of a par- 
ticular attorney is necessary to a fair and proper 
trial.” “The Court,” adds the Supreme Court, “must 
be placed in a position where it can exercise its own 
judgment and not be compelled to accept the opinion 
of the affiant. The statute ...is not intended as 
a sword to delay the administration of justice.” 

In ruling on the original motion for continuance in 
the Muench case, Judge Nolte said: “Nothing in 
this matter, it appears, is left to the discretion of 
the Court. The facts and the good faith of the ap- 
plicants may not be inquired into by the Court. This 
is one of the matters in which the Legislature has 
curtailed the power of the Court.” 

The situation clearly calls for corrective action 
by the Legislature.

LAMENT FOR DECLINE OF THE TOWNSEND PLAN. 

It is reported from Washington that the Townsend- 
ites have struck their flag and are now willing to 
reduce their pension demands from $200 monthly to 
$50 monthly. What an anticlimax! 

In the beginning, the Townsend movement had a 
kind of glamour. Dr. Townsend and his followers 
were the Coal Oil Johnnys of economics. Their re- 
lentless disregard of facts, logic and statistics was 
nothing less than magnificent. Such questions as 
whether the country could survive complete break- 
down if everyone over 60 got $200 a month were 
waved aside with dogmatic finality. 

According to its founder, the success of the Town- 
send plan was dependent on the expenditure by each 
recipient, within the month, of the $200. But he 
never let the country in on the secret of how this 
provision was to be enforced. Presumably, it was to 
be left to the sportsmanship of the pensioners. Here, 
again, one must marvel at the implicit faith placed 
by Townsendites in human nature. 

A Townsend plan gone humdrum and practical can 
attract no such support as the vision of a Utopia 
into whose portals we all can enter tomorrow or a 
week from Tuesday. It might attract a mild burst of 
handclapping. But no frenzied cheers. 
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BRITAIN’S BUDGET. 

It is not unfair for the opposition to point out that 
the British budget is balanced only because En- 
gland is not making her war debt payments to the 
United States. George Lansbury, Labor leader in the 
House of Commons, says if a Labor Government had 
defaulted in the same way, they would have been 
told that it was the end of all things. 

American taxpayers carry no such burden as Brit- 
ish taxpayers carry. An Englishman with a $5000 
income and three dependents pays $560 annually, 
where an American similarly placed pays only $52. 

Yet it is something of a sockdolager for American 
taxpayers to hear that the British income tax will be 
scaled down in the lower brackets. There is no talk 
at Washington of scaling down our own income tax 
in any of the brackets. On the contrary, there ig grave 
apprehension that income taxes may be increased. 

Of course, America could use the British debt 
payments very nicely at a time when some 22,000,000 
of the population are on relief. Our own Government 
is not entirely without blemish in this matter of de- 
faulting upon its obligations. It recently caused the 
astute Supreme Court of the United States almost to 
fall over itself in the matter of the Government’s 
gold bonds. 

Still, it is something of a shock to see Neville 
Chamberlain, Chancellor of the Exchequer, happy in 
the news that England's budget is balanced when her 


war debts are in default. She balanced her budget 
a year ago by the same sleight of hand. 

Consistency is a jewel. We have never known any- 
body to call it a politician. Old sick England is bet- 
ter, and we are glad of it; but she is not herself, 
and won't be until she can talk about her budget 
without putting her tongue in her cheek. 
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THE PROPOSED REBUKE TO GERMANY. 

“The German initiative of March 16 (in announce 
ing rearmament) must be condemned,” says the 
French memorandum to the League Council. This 
introduces the resolution adopted by the Council to- 
day, taking Germany to task for its action. It had 
previously been announced at Stresa that England 
and Italy had dissuaded France from asking for a 
rebuke to Germany, and it is likely they obtained 
some modification in the language of the resolution. 
Yet the action is more of a setback than an aid in 
the efforts to stabilize Europe’s shaken equilibrium. 

Instead of strengthening the League’s authority 
and prestige, such a scolding will more likely weak- 
en the League’s standing. It will probably harden 
Germany’s determination to steer her own headlong 
course, will bolster German anti-League sentiment 
and make more difficult the task of ultimately bring- 
ing the Reich back into the concert of nations. 

Further, this rebuke from Geneva undoubtedly will 
bring a strong reply from Berlin. Thus, the stage 
will be set for prolonged recriminations, which can 
do only harm to the cause of peace. The reason 
for avoiding such a dispute is particularly urgent 
in view of the fact that much may be said with jus- 
tice on both sides of the case. Germany violated the 
treaty by her rearming, it is true, but this action did 
not come out of a clear sky; it was inspired by the 
other nations’ failure to keep their pledges to dis- 
arm. As already set forth m a statement by Berlin, 
Germany feels her action justified by this fact, and 
will mince no words in maintaining her position. 

It would have been far better for the nations to 
accept Germany's decision as an accomplished fact. 
Rather than by the use of denunciation, France would 
better her position, and that of all Europe, by ex- 
ploring to their fullest the openings Hitler has left 
for general agreement. The Danish delegate agreed 
with this view in voicing fear that the resolution 
will hinder “the task of reconciliation.” 

Geographic circumstances force the French to live 
alongside a nation of greater population, capable of 
raising a more powerful army. The wise course for 
them would be to seek conciliation rather than caus- 
ing irritation. } “ 
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THE STATE SENATE DOES A GOOD JOB. 

By defeating the Quinn resolution, which sought 
to require the employes of the State Highway De- 
partment to make a public declaration of their po- 
litical affiliations, the Missouri State Senate has 
struck a heartening blow at what was manifestly an 
attempt to drag the administration of the State’s road 
building into the political arena. It is greatly to be 
hoped that the Senate’s action will be the death blow. 
A bill with the same end in view as the Senate reso- 
lution had already been killed in a House committee. 

The victory for non-partisanship in road building 
was achieved by a tie vote, 16 to 16, but it was a 
more substantial victory, at that, than appeared on 
the surface. Before the final vote, the Quinn reso- 
lution had been so amended that it was virtually 
innocuous. Nevertheless, it is all to the good that the 
resolution even in that form was voted down. Mis- 
souri cannot afford to allow the camel's nose of poli- 
tics in the tent of the State Highway Department. 

Much of the credit for the defeat of the Quinn po- 
litical thrust is due to Senator Allen McReynolds 
of Carthage. The people of the State are indebted 
to him. The Democratic party, which would have 
stultified itself by the passage of the resolution, is 
indebted to him. Senator McReynolds declined, as 
he said, to fight the battles of the party with public 
money. In declining to do that, he acted in the 
interest of the Democratic party as well as that of 
the whole people. 

No politics in the Highway Department is the 
best politics. 
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HEYWOOD AND HUEY. 

It is impossible to believe that the American News- 
paper Guild could long be happy in having as its 
head such a blustering fellow as Heywood Broun has 
shown himself to be. The guild needs an administra- 
tor and a diplomat; it got an agitator and a Huey 
Long. 

The executive council of the guild in Philadelphia 
and Camden, which lie on opposite sides of the Dela- 
ware River, thinks Broun should apologize to the 
President and the guild for having said: ‘“Labor’s 
public enemy No. 1 is Franklin D. Roosevelt.” The 
committee down on the Delaware repudiates this as 
being the opinion of the guild. 

President Roosevelt is, of course, nothing of the 
sort. Nor do the newspaper workers know their 
numerals so badly as to think he is. So far from 
being labor’s public enemy No. 1, he has done more 
for labor than any man who has been in the White 
House in many years. He is almost unique among 
heads of governments everywhere for his desire to do 
something for the working masses, and he has made 
powerful enemies for it. 

If he does not always meet the expectations of 
labor, it must be recalled that he is also mindful of 
being fair to capital. Certainly he could not be fair 
to the employers of labor if he went as far as Hey- 
wood Broun would have him go. The President seeks 
to balance the rights of labor and capital, which is 
what he should do. There is no more difficult equa- 
tion than this, or one in which men‘are so easily 
destroyed. 

Mr. Roosevelt was not elected as a labor Presi- 
dent. He was elected as a President of all the people. 
To call him the first enemy of labor is to be un- 
grateful for his friendliness to the working people 
and his desire to gain for them a fairer share of the 
profits of industry. When the President decided to 
leave disputes under the newspaper code to the ma- 
chinery agreed upon for their adjustment, Broun said 
that “what was once known as the Roosevelt revolv- 
tion turns out to be a carrousel for kiddies.” If to 
say something childish is characteristic of kiddies, 
this clapped the rompers on Broun. 

Nobody objects to Broun being a partisan on the 
side of labor, but the Newspaper Guild cannot toler- 
ate as its spokesman one who is so intemperate and 
bombastic as to say the things Broun says about the 
President. Dignity becomes an intellectual profes- 
sion like newspaper work. An executive Popeye, lay- 
ing about him with hamlike fists and bellowing his 
lusty oaths, ill becomes it. 

We already have one clown in the national circus.

The Relief Load 


sons why, in spite of a substantial recov- 

ery in the past two years, the relief rolls 
are so large. The question is of the greatest 
importance. The burden of relief now con- 
stitutes for all practical purposes the whole 
Federal deficit. But for relief, the budget 
would readily be balanced. What is more, 
the costs of relief, in terms of human self- 
respect, in its effects upon standards of per- 
sonal and social responsibility, and in its po- 
litical implications, are, though they cannot 
be measured, immense. 

The problem is so vital that it calls for 
the most careful examination and justifies 
what must inevitably be a tedious analysis. 

It is necessary to begin by examining the 
idea, widely circulated by responsible writ- 
ers, that there has been a sensational in- 
crease in the size of the relief rolls, not 
only since Mr. Roosevelt took office, but 
especially in the last 12 months. It has been 
said, for example, that the number of fam- 
ilies on relief increased 72 per cent between 
February of 1934 and February of this year. 
It has been said that the total number of 
persons dependent on relief increased from 
11,000,000 in January of last year to over 
20,000,000 in January of this year. 

These figures are the result of two sim- 
ple errors. They overlook the CWA of last 
winter. When men went to work for the 
CWA, they were taken off the official relief 
rolls, though they were no less dependent 
upon Government money. They overlook 
also the drouth, which added 400,000 cases, 
or approximately 1,500,000 persons, although 
no one would deny that drouth relief is as 
distinct from the depression as earthquake 
or flood relief would be. 

Now the CWA employed about 4,000,000 
men during the early winter months of last 
year. About half of them were drawn from 
the relief rolls. To make a correct com- 
parison of the last winter’s relief load with 
this winter's, it is necessary to add 2,000,000 
CWA cases to the figures for February, 1934, 
and subtract 400,000 drouth cases from the 
figures for February, 1935. The result is as 
follows: 

Relief cases—February, 1934—5,132.011. 

Relief cases—February, 1935—5 ,030,000. 

In short, there has been no increase in the 
relief load in the past 12 months. There has 
also been no substantial reduction. The load 
is just about what it was, though there 
has been some improvement in business.

It would be interesting to make the com- 
parison not only with last year, but with 
the year before, when Mr. Roosevelt took 
office. Exact figures are not available for 
1933 because the Federal relief system had 
not been established. The official estimates 
give 4,560,000 families on relief in March, 
1933. The number of single persons is not 
known. But the number of families in 
March, 1933, was just about the same as it 
was in February, 1935. We may conclude. 
therefore, that the midwinter relief load 
was just about the same in the winters of 
1933, of 1934 and of 1935. 

The question which requires an answer 
is why, in spite of very substantial recovery 
in two years, the relief load has not been 
reduced. 

This is not an easy question to answer, 
and the more I have studied the available 
data, the more convinced I am that no ex- 
act answer is possible. The reservoir from 
which are drawn the persons on relief con- 
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sists not merely of the 10,000,000 or so un- 
employed. It includes also all kinds of men 
and women who had small resources which 
were reduced or lost in the crash, who were 
supported by relatives or friends, who had 
smail businesses which have failed. 

The only direct evidence I have been able 
to find on the reasons why men are put on 
relief is contained in the reports of relief 
workers for 12 cities in January. They show 
on the average that about one-quarter of 
the “new cases” on relief are due to loss 
of a job, and that about one-half are due to 
“loss or depletion of assets.” These are, of 
course, the reasons given by the official in 
charge after such investigation as he has 
been able to make. But it covers 12 widely 
scattered cities, and it is not likely that all load. 
the investigators have been careless or have ° . ’ 
been bamboozled in approximately the same 
degree all over the country. We are entitled 
to believe, I think, that exhaustion of sav- 
ings in one form or another, plus loss of a 
job where there are no sufficient resources, 
are the principal reasons why men come on 
the relief rolls. 

They also go off the relief rolls, and it is 
interesting to note for these same 12 cities 
in the same month the reasons for going off 
relief. In Detroit, for example, 90 per cent 
went off relief because they went to work, 
and 2 per cent because it was discovered 
that the persons on relief had assets. In Bal- 
timore, where my friend Mr. Kent lives, 42 
per cent went to work, 11 per cent had an 
increase of hours or pay on the jobs they 
had, and 11 per cent were discovered to 
have assets. The rest either failed to report 
for relief or went off for some other rea- 
son.

The most significant conclusion to be 
drawn from this evidence is that there is a 
large turnover of the relief population. 
While the number on relief has remained 
fairly constant, the identity of the individ- 
uals on relief is changing. Some zo on re- 
lief and stay there. Some g0 on and go off 
and stay off. Some go on, go off and come 
on again. This coming and going, this 
turnover, leads, I think, to the most prob- 
able explanation of the reasons why, in ad- 
dition to the exhaustion of savings, the re 
lief load has not diminished though there 
has been much recovery. This turnover is 
evidence, I think, that our national attitude 
toward relief has changed. It has changed 
in four important aspects. 

First, the efficiency of relief has increased. 
The system is so well Organized that it 
searches out the dark corners and draws on 
to the relief rolls many who would other- 
wise suffer and be forgotten. 

Second, the standard of what people need 
has been raised. Thus many who would not 
have been eligible when the standard was 
lower are made eligible. For the United 
States as a whole, the average monthly re- 
lief to a family was increased from $18.31 
in November, 1933, to $28.66 in November, 
1934. In the cities, the average was raised 
from $23.74 to $38.05. In Baltimore, it was 
raised from $34.66 to $37.16. It is obvious 
that if the Government decides the average 
relief need is $28 rather than $18, more per- 
sons will qualify for relief. Not only will 
more qualify, but some will get enough from 
relief to destroy their interest in getting a 
little more by work. 

Third, the stigma of relief, based on the 
old conception of pauperism, which in some

DR. SEELIG HOLDS OUT HOPE 
FOR CANCER SUFFERERS 


Barnard Hospital Specialist Stresses 
Need of Proper Medical Ad- 
vice, Treatment. 


Many persons suffering from 
cancer will live to a ripe old age 
if they take advantage of proper 
medical advice and treatment, Dr. 
M. G. Seelig of the Barnard Free 
Skin and Cancer Hospital said last 
night in an address before the St. 
Louis Medical Society. 

“Contrary to the ideas of the 
average intelligent person,” Dr. 
Seeling stated, “cancer is not a 
hopeless disease. It has not been 
proved to be hereditary in the hu- 
man family and it is not necessari- 
ly distressingly painful, for, unfor- 
tunately, it is often accompanied 
by no warning pain. It is not a 
foul and shameful disease and a 
tremendous amount has been ac- 
complished in medical research and 
discovery. 

“The mystery of cancer is slowly 
being unraveled as a_ result of 
striking progress in the field of 
preventive medicine, surgery and 
radio therapy,” Dr. Seelig asserted. 
“If we have to admit failure to 
demonstrate the specific causes of 
cancer, we may glory over the in- 
creasing incidence of cures.”

COL. ROOSEVELT SAYS 
NEW DEAL’ HAS FAILED 


“Government Waterlogged 
With Ward Politicians,’ He 
Tells Republican Club.

NEW YORK, April 17.—Col. 
Theodore Roosevelt said last night 
that after three years of Demo- 
cratic administration all “we have 
to show for their schemes is the 
greatest debt the country ever had, 
shattered confidence and a Fed- 
eral Government waterlogged with 
ward politicians.”

“They have crippled the small 
business man and fostered monoj- 
oly. 

“They have voided the Sherman 
anti-trust laws. 

“We charge that the so-called 
New Deal is not new but old, as 
old as tyranny; that its policies 
have been tried in the past not 
once but many times, and that in 
the past they have failed not once, 
but always.

Former Head of Aviation Commis- 
sion Favors Separate Department. 
By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, April 17.—Clark 
Howell, Atlanta (Ga.) publisher, for-

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ENGLISH JURY VIEWS SCAFFOLD 
AT INQUEST AFTER HANGING 


Demands to See Instrument of 
Death After Woman Protests 
Against Execution. 

By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, April 17.—Demonstra- 
tions against capital punishment, 
led by Mrs. Violet Vanderelst were 
followed yesterday by an unpreced- 
ented incident at the Wandsworth 
jail, where Percy Anderson was 
hanged for the murder of Miss 
Edith Bear. 

At the formal inquest after the 
execution, the jury demanded to 
be shown the scaffold, the foreman 


saying that for all he knew Ander 
son may have fallen and broken hi# 
neck. The jurymen wanted to asi 
witnesses whether death actually 
occurred by hanging. 

The Coroner said Sir Bernard 
Spilsbury, pathologist, had ezam- 
ined the body and would give evi- 
dence. The foreman insisted that 
Sir Bernard had not seen the man 
hanged. 


The prison governor said the 
scaffold could not be viewed with- 
out an order from the home office. 
“T have never known a thing like 
this to happen,” said the governor. 
“It is entirely unprecedented.” 


The Coroner expressed the opin- 
ion the jury could insist on seeing 
the death instrument. The jury 
filed out, looked at the scaffold, re- 
turned satisfied and gave the ver- 
dict of judicial execution.

LONDON, April 17.—Greater Lon- 


don begins its second year under 
the first Socialist Government ever 
in control of the city, with its taxes 
highest on record.

Average Drops From $17.50 
Weekly for September, 1933, 
to $15.13 in August, 1934.

WASHINGTON, April 17.— A 
sharp decline in weekly earnings 
of woolen and worsted goods work- 
ers after an increase in the spring 
and summer of 1933 was reported 
today by the Bureau of Labor Sta- 
tistics. 

During the months just before 
and just after their code was ap- 
proved, the size of the woolen work- 
ers’ weekly payrolls was larger than 
it had been for several years, the 
bureau said in its third report on 
wages and hours in the textile in- 
dustry. 

But the average shrank from 
$17.50 during August and Septem- 
ber, 1933, to $15.13 in August, 1934. 
This was about $1 a week less than 
the average during the depression 
year of 1932 and $4.75 less than in 
1928.

Nearly 20 per cent of the male 
workers and nearly 40 per cent of 
the women were earning less than 
$10 a week last August. 

In that connection, the report 
pointed out that the woolen work- 
ers were the best paid in the whole 
textile industry. 

Average in South Rose. 

The decreases, the report noted, 
were for the wool and worsted in- 
dustry as a whole. Average weekly 
earnings in the South rose during 
the year covered. Employment, 
the report said, had been on the 
down-grade for years. 

“This displacement of labor is 
rooted in causes which lie deeper 
than the current depression,” the 
report said. 

“There are indications of an in- 
crease in output per worker which 
has occurred while per capita con- 
sumptions of woo] textiles has been 
decreasing. In part this may have 
been due to a shift to lower quality 
goods.” 

In the first three months of the 
New Deal, while codes were being 
drafted, the number employed in 
the industry jumped 82 per cent, 
hourly earnings increased 10 per 
cent and weekly earnings 32 per 
cent. 

Code Causes Slack. 

Adoption of the code caused a 
slack in the amount of work, but 
the cut in maximum hours from 
about 50 to 40 resulted in an imme- 
diate increase of 3 per cent in the 
number of employed workers be- 
tween July and August, 1933. The 


code also resulted in an increase of 


25 per cent in-the hourly wages of 
those employes earning more than 
28 cents an hour. 

“A high degree of compliance 
with the code requirements for 
these higher wage groups is sug- 
gested by the available evidence,” 
the report said. ‘ 

Women suffered more than men 
in the post-code wage declines, the 
report said. 

Women Workers Lost Most. 

“The heavier loss by female 
workers was chiefly due to the fact 
that their hours of work were cut 
more severely than the hours for 
males,” it continued. 

The losses, also, were “especially 
sharp” in. Northern New England 

“In August, 1934,” the report said, 
“some groups of female workers <s, 
for example, yarn winders, twister 
tenders and burlers, were actually 
earning less per week in Northern 
New England than in the South.”

FRUIT CROP ESCAPES 
SERIOUS FROST INJURY 


Some Damage Reported at 
Hannibal, Mo. — Central, 
South Areas Unaffected. 


By the Associated Press. 

COLUMBIA, Mo., April 17.—Cen- 
tral Missouri fruits escaped damag2 
Monday night as the mercury 
dropped to a low point of 32 de- 
grees, according to T. J. Talbert, 
University of Missouri horticulture 
expert. 

Warmer weather forecast’ wil! 
completely erase the danger, Tal- 
bert said, since orchards can with- 
stand temperatures as low as 26 
degrees at this period. 

A report from Poplar Bluff saic 
fruit in the Eastern Ozarks es 
caped serious damage again last 
night by a close margin. The mer- 
cury dropped to 30 degrees there 
during the night. 

Word from §&pringfield, Mo., said 
the dry atmosphere in that section 
last night saved fruit trees from 
all but very slight damage as tem 
peratures fell to the freezing mark 
and light frost deposits formed. 
Weather observers said the crisis, 
as far as fruit trees are concerned. 
is past.” 

Hannibal, however, reported that 
orchards in that vicinity suffered 
as the temperature dropped to 27 
degrees above zero, then started 
a slow ascent that had sent it to 
only one point above freezing short- 
ly before noon today. C. M. Fetts, 
an orchardist, said plums, peaches 
and pears were hit by the freeze 
but that the exact damage cou'd 
not be ascertained immediately. He 
said the freezing of excessive buds 
on sOMe trees may prove a partial 
benefit. 


Small Damage in County by Mon- 
day’s Freeze, Agent Says. 
Freezing temperature Monday 
night resulted in scattered killing 
of some varieties of peaches and 
apples which were in early stages 
of formation in St. Louis County. 
However, County Farm Agent Os- 
car W. Meier said today the opin- 
ion prevailed that the killing did 
as much good as harm, by reduc- 
ing the volume of fruit on trees 
somewhat, giving a prospect of bet- 
ter quality for the remainder. 
Probably some strawberry plants 
which had blossomed were harmed 
by the cold, so that the crop might 
be a few days delayed, Meier add- 
ed. 


Illinois Fruit Escapes Serious 
Damage Despite Sub-Freezing Cold.

SPRINGFIELD, Ill, April 17.— 
Temperatures dropped below the 
freezing point in most of Illinois 
Monday night, but agricultural ex- 
perts said no reports-of severe dam- 
age were received here.

Presidential Series Postponed 


—State Commemoratives 
Considered. 


HE Postoffice Department will 
T issue a stamp to commemorate 

the San Diego World’s Fair Ex- 
positon. The denomination will be 
8 cents. It has been suggested that 
the design give an airview of the 
exposition city and its harbor. 


According to an announcement 
by Postmaster-General James A. 
Farley, the presidential series 
scheduled for release early this 
year will be postponed indefinitely. 
In the past it has been the policy of 
the Postoffice Department to make 
a general revision of the regular 
issues of postage stamps every 11 
years. No such change has taken 
place since 1922, therefore a change 
ig long overdue. 

The Postoffice Department is 
considering instead of a revision 
of the regular issues, requests for 
the issuance of special stamps com- 
memorating the anniversaries of 
dates on which various states were 
settled or admitted into the Union. 
Some states have already been rec- 
ognized in this way. 

The plate numbers used to date 
on the 2 cent regular postage stamp 
perforated by means of the electric 


eye are Nos. 21149, 21150, 21367 and 


21368. 
Ink Soluble. 


The ink used by several countries 
is soluble in benzine and the stamps 
are ruined if they are submitted to 
the ordinary process of water mark 
detection.

Inside of Body 


Ophthalmoscope for Looking 
Into Eye One of Earliest 
Inventions.

trained his sense of hearing to 
compensate for his blindness that 
he was able to make uncanny diag- 
noses in the department in which 
hearing is important—that of the 
heart and lungs. For most of us 
sight is the most active and ac- 
curate sense, and it is here that 
the skin specialists have the great 
advantage over everyone else, be- 
cause they can see exactly the dis- 
eased condition. 

Some of the most remarkable de- 
velopments in diagnosis have been 
the methods which have extended 
the sense of sight’so that portions 
of the body ordinarily hidden have 
been brought to view. In a sense, 
the X-ray is nothing more than an 
uncanny magical extension of the 
sense of sight, dealing with opaci- 
ties and comparative densities, rath- 
er than with color. 


One of the earliest of these exten- 
sions of sight for purposes of diag- 
nosis was made in 1851 when Helm- 
holtz invented the ophthalmoscope, 
by which he was able to look into 
the back of the living eye. It is 
simply the reflection of a ray of 
light into the back of the eye witha 
simultaneous observation of the ob- 
jects thus illuminated. But it is a 
wonderful help in every field of 
medicine, to every form of special- 
ty, because nowhere else can we see 
the minute and middle-sized blood 
vessels so plainly shown. Helm- 
holtz has recorded his emotions 
when he knew he was the first to 
view the inside of the living human 
eye, and it must have been an ex- 
citing moment, as indeed it was a 
very fruitful discovery. 

Not long afterward, a singing 
master, Manuel Garcia, conceived 
the idea of looking into the vocal 
cords by reflected light on a dental 
mirror in the back of the throat. 

These two discoveries practically 
founded the specialties of the eye 
and the throat. It is astonishing 
that they were not thought of be- 
fore. We remember that so com- 
paratively short a time ago as the 
period of the death of George 
Washington, that great man died 
of a throat complaint, and yet 
none of his attending physicians 
had the initiative to attempt to 
look inside his open mouth to see if 
they could see the trouble. 

Similar to the ophthalmoscope 
and the laryngoscope is the oto- 
scope, with which we can look into 
the ear drum and deduce condi- 
tions of the middle ear. 

A whole series of instruments 
have been invented for looking into 
cavities of the body ordinarily hid- 
den. These work on the principle 
of the periscope, with an electric 
light on the end and a series of re- 
flecting mirrors through a narrow 
tube. With them we can view the

JACKET dress will solve the 
A probiem of what to wear on 

Easter Sunday. Get it now 
when retail stocks are most com- 
plete, don it only on special warm- 
day occasions, and parade in it on 
Easter with the satisfaction which 
comes in Knowing you are fashion- 
ably and appropriately dressed. 

St. Louis climate was made for 
jacket dresses. Every woman who 
has owned such a costume during 
the last few years would not be 
without at least one in her spring 
wardrobe. It may be worn with 
an extra wrap on cool days and 
when the weather gets too warm 
for the jacket, the dress goes right 
on doing its practical duty. 


Since Easter comes so late in the 
spring this year, the usual type of 
Easter attire will not be satisfac- 
tory. A wool suit will have seen 
its best days long before the date 
of the big promenade andea wool 
dress undoubtedly will have as long 
and faithful a record. But a jacket 
frock that combines a printed silk 
and sheer woolen, or is made en- 
tirely of a sheer fabric will be sat- 
isfactory no matter how warm or 
how cool the day. 

This year the variety of jacket 
costumes is greater than. ever. 
Every silhouette which is in vogue 
appears in this ensemble. The 
Regency mode is represented as is 
the redingote. The fitted, short 
peplum jacket which Schaiparelli 
has made famous is youthful and 
sophisticated. The short swagger 
coat that may be worn with many 
other costumes than the one with 
which it is purchased offers its 
practical virtues. A slender waist- 
line accentuated by full shirring 
above and a flared peplum below 
is a feature of many wraps. 

A study of the different versions 
of the jacket dress on display in 
the shops convinces one that the 
theme has gone a long way toward 
perfection since the first costume 
of this type was introduced. A 
simple boxy jacket of hip length 
was the rule at that time. Now 
lengths are as varied as stylings 
and trimmings, and the dresses that 
accompany these coats are attrac- 
tive in every detail. 

Sheer fabrics predominate among 
this season’s ensembles, and navy 
is the leader among the _ colors. 
Chiffon is used for the dressier 
types while alpaca sheer is the tai- 
lored choice. Ribbed effects and 
monotone designs relieve’ the 
monotony of plain materials. Thin 
woolens are employed to some ex- 
tent, especially for the jackets. 
Taffeta provides crisp decorations 
on many of these costumes. 

Five different interpretations of 
the mode are illustrated to indicate 
the wide scope of styles. The one 
in the panel at extreme left em- 
phasizes the longer coat that is pat- 
terned after the redingote. The 
material is navy chiffon. The coat 
barely escapes being full length and 
is tied at the waistline with a sash 
of the fabric. -Pockets that are 
stitched only part of the way at 
one side add.a casual look to this 
garment. The white collar which 
looks as though it topped the coat 
is attached to the frock. It is of 


quilted taffeta and is decorated 


with a colorful nosegay. The blouse 
is gathered quite full at the waist- 
line, has set-in sleeves with a pleat 
on the shoulder and covered but- 
tons on the front. The skirt is 
narrow and gored. 


Devotees of the tunic mode will 
be interested in the ensemble shown 
second from left. This is a stun- 
ning example of the combination 
of printed silk and sheer woolen. 
The long-sleeved tunic combines 
bright green, black and white in 
a striking large pattern. An inset 
of black net provides a clever yoke. 
The belt is black and has a novelty 


N on whn by 
black and green composition buckle. 
The skirt, of black sheer woolen, 
wraps at the back and thus retains 
a slender line in spite of its added 
fullness. .t is attached to a bodice 
top. The short swagger coat is 
collarless, but has a detachable 
scarf of the printed silk. Sleeves 
are cut in one with the body of 
the garment and have triangular 


pieces set in to give a draped line 
below the elbows. 

The shirtwaist dress appears of 
sheer fabric and has its own jack- 
et. One of these costumes is 
sketched in the circle. Skirt and

jacket are of navy blue ribbed 
sheer and the shirtwaist is of pas- 
tel blue chiffon. Several other com- 
binations are available. The blouse 
has a double collar, full sleeves and 
novelty buttons. The skirt has low- 
placed pleats at either side. Fea- 
tures of the jacket are the fitted 
waistline, the hip length and the 
full, Clark Gable type of back. It 
has wide lapels, but no collar. One 
belt of the fabric is provided and 
may be worn either on the dress 
or on the coat. 

An alliance of navy sheer crepe 
and natural challis dotted with red 


are effective for the fourth cos- 
tume that is sketched at right of 
the center circle. The challis forms 
‘the blouse section of the dress. A 
drawstring neckline is held in place 
by a navy cord finished with dou- 
ble tassels at either end. The skirt, 
which has kick pleats at either side 
of a front panel, extends above the 
waistline in Princesse fashion. The 
coat has wide pleated revers, collar 
and cuffs of the challis. It is quite 
tailored and fitted. Shoulders are 
of the raglan type. A narrow calf- 
skin belt is a smart accessory. 


The styling of the jacket is a 


distinctive feature of the _ suit 
shown at extreme _ right. The 
wallpaper printed taffeta trimming 
also is noteworthy. This jacket is 
finger tip length and has a very 
full, gathered blouse section which 
is attached to a long, fitted peplum. 
Four covered buttons and tailored 
buttonholes fasten the jacket below 
the waistline. Sleeves are  bell- 
shaped and faced with the printed 
taffeta. A double frill of the taf- 
feta outlines the neckline. The 
dress is of the one-piece type. A 
long shoulder line covers the tops 
of the arms and makes additional 
sleeves unnecessary. A tiny yoke 
has a tie of the taffeta. The skirt 
is straight of line but introduces 
fullness by means of. a low-placed 
inverted pleat at the center back. 
The fabric of which this ensemble 
is made is known as alpaca sheer. 

Coats of taffeta replace those of 
sheer materials on some other at- 
tractive models and the wool red- 
ingote adds to its contribution to 
the vogue of dresses which have 
their own coats.

Caviar Slices. 


Cut eight thin slices of pumper- 
nickel or Boston brown bread into 
rounds and spread lightly with but- 
ter. Mix two ounces of Russian 
caviar with one tablespoon of lem- 
on juice, one-fourth teaspoon of 
cayenne and one teaspoon of onion 
juice, and with a silver fork, spread 
thickly on the prepared bread. Mix 
together the sifted yolks of two 
hard boiled eggs, one teaspoon of 
finely minced parsley, two tea- 
spoons of tomato juice, one-half tea- 
spoon of prepared mustard and one- 
half teaspoon of grated onion. Stir 
to a paste, then fold in one tabte- 
spoon of thick mayonnaise and pipe 
this around and across the canape. 
Serve surrounded with watercress. 

Pimento Bisque. 

Three pints of chicken broth 

One-halp cup of rice 

Four canned pimentos 

Salt to taste with one-fourth tea- 
spoon each of celery and onion salt 

One-ha.f cup of cream 

Two egg yolks. 

Cook the rice in a double boiler 
with the broth unti] tender, ads 
pimentos and rub all through 8 
sieve. Bring to the boiling poiat 
and add seasonings. 

Beat the egg yolks and add the 
cream and over this pour the hot 
bisque and with a wire whisk mix 
well. Serve immediately. 

Suffle’d Crackers. 

Split common soda crackers and 

soak in water to cover for eight 


minutes. With a flat perforated 


spatula lift carefully and drain, ar- 
range on a flat baking dish and 
in center of each cracker place 
a small lump of butter. Bake in a 
hot oven until puffed and colored. 


Crown Roast of Lamb. 

Have the butcher prepare a crown 
roast of lamb with end bones evenly 
trimmed. Reserve the trimmings. 
On each bone place a square of salt 
pork to prevent bones from burn- 
ing. Salt and pepper and dredge 
with flour. Make a dressing by 
using two cups of broken toasted 
stale bread and soak this in water. 
Remove fat from the trimmings 
and grind the meat. Chop. one 
medium sized onion and one-half 
cup of celery and with the ground 
meat fry in butter until the vege- 
tables are soft and yellow. Squeeze 
the bread and add to mixture, add- 
ing one-fourth cup of chopped fresh 
mint. Mix thoroughly and stir over 
fire, seasoning with salt and pep- 
per. Fill center of crown with dress- 
ing, then reduce heat and add one- 
half cup of boiling water and one 
tablespoon of vinegar. Baste fre- 
quently and cook about an hour 
and three-quarters. After removing 
meat to platter discard all but about 
three tablespoons of fat. To this 
add one tablespoon of flour and 
stir until disssolved, then pour in 
two cups of water and more season- 
ing and let boil to the right con- 
sistency for gravy. Remove salt 
pork from ribs and on each place a 
paper frill. Pile egg-shaped new 
boiled and buttered potatoes in cen- 
ter and at-intervals set on parsley 
surrounding roast. 

Currant, Mint Jelly. 

With a fork break one tumbler 
of currant jelly into small pieces. 
Mix in one and a half tablespoons 
of finely chopped mint leaves and 


the finely slivered yellow rind of 
one-fourth of an orange. 
Strawberry Egg Bombe. 

Two quarts of ripe strawberries 
are crushed and strained through a 
fine sieve or cheese cloth. Make a 
syrup of one cup of sugar and one 
cup of water, letting it cook for five 
minutes after starting to boil. Add 
syrup to strawberry juice and when 
cool add the juice of one lemon, 
then freeze. Line a two-quart egg- 
shaped mold about two inches thick 
with the strawberry ice and fill 
center with one pint of whipped 
cream, flavored with vanilla and 
sweetened to taste. Cover with 
waxed paper and fit lid on tightly. 
Pack in salt and ice and let stand 
for at least three hours. Unmold 
on platter and surround with groups 
of whole strawberries placed on 
leaves and sprinkled with sugar. 

Daffodil Cake. 

Seven eggs. 

One cup of cake flour. 

Juice and rind of one 
orange. 

One 
sugar. 

One-half teaspoon of 
tartar. 

Beat the egg yolks light, add the 
sugar and beat until sugar is dis- 
solved, then the orange juice and 
rind and the flour which has been 
sifted seven times. Beat thorough- 
ly. Add the cream of tartar to the 
whites of eggs and beat stiff, then 
fold carefully into the mixture.

| HEN Mary was 12 she sud-

Had Mary been a grown woman 
her case would probably have been 
diagnosed as nervous prostration.

/required to live up to standards be- 
‘yond her years. Finally her over- 
istrained n-rves refused to function 
lany longer, and without knowing 
| why or how, the child slipped back 
|into an earlier pattern of -life. 
| The only treatment for such a 
‘case is to remove the strain. Let 
‘the child rest, even if it means tak- 
ing it out of school. A year of 
‘school is worth little at such a 
‘time, for the child cannot really 
‘grasp subjects which for the time 
i\being are beyond it. Treat it like 
eight or 10 or whatever its chosen 
| age. Give it rest, fresh air, nour- 
| ishing food, and plenty of sleep and 
“quiet, and pay no attention to its 
| ‘eccentricities. 
| Adolescence alone is hard enough 
ito live through. When nervous ex- 
| haustion is added, a danger signal 
has been sounded, and it is time to
